Sparks From Fr. Mark 

In last week’s sparks I shared a process of doing Lectio Continua beginning 
with the Gospel of Luke as we approach this coming Advent, Year C. Again 
the word Lectio simply means to listen. Lectio Continua is the process of 
reading the sacred scriptures in a continuous way, such as working ones 
way through the Gospel of Luke chapter by chapter. 

Basil Pennington says that “Lectio is letting our Divine Friend speak to us 
through his inspired and inspiring Word. And yes, of course, it includes our 
response to that Word, to his communication to us through that Word. 
Lectio is meeting with a friend, a very special Friend who is God; listening to 
him, really listening; and responding in intimate prayer and in the way we 
take that Word with us and let it shape our lives.” 

But for the Word of God to take root and shape our lives, it calls for a 
certain level discipline and faithfulness on our part. Without a regular 
practice of Lectio, listening to God’s Word makes it difficult for the 
scriptures to penetrate the busyness of our lives and therefore not allowing 
God our Creator room he needs in creating our hearts anew. 

Abbot Chapman, of Downside, speaks about the necessity and the 
constancy of prayer in one’s life. He says, “The only way to pray is to pray; 
and the way to pray well is to pray much. If one has no time for this, then 
one must at least pray regularly. But the less one prays the worse it goes.” 

In referring to the practice of Lectio Abba Poem uses the metaphor of water 
and stone. “The nature or water is soft, that of stone is hard; but if a bottle 
is hung above the stone, allowing the water to fall drop by drop, it wears 
away the stone. So it is with the word of God; it is soft and our heart is 
hard, but the one who hears the word of God often, opens his heart to this 
fear [wonder] of God.” 

One of things that I enjoy about Lectio Continua is that I am never looking 
at where I should start reading in the bible. I simply pick a book of in the 
Bible, like the Gospel of Luke and work by way through it verse by verse, 
chapter by chapter allowing the Word of God to soften and open by my 
heart and to expose it, to lay it bare before the heart of Jesus. 

Michael Casey reminds us that “the practice of Lectio demands a solid 
commitment of time. The process is void if it is confined to spasmodic 
periods of time.” 


I encourage you to take the time and to engage in this ancient practice of 
the Church and I promise your time will not be wasted. You might be 
surprised to find out that actually will have more time for those important 
things in live. ^

A few years ago, “I Can Only Imagine” became one of the 
first Christian band songs to become popular enough to 
hit the top ten mainstream music charts. It’s a beautiful 
song about the afterlife and what that moment might be 
like when we first meet Jesus face to face. One of our 
volunteers chose to play this song during his 
presentation at the jail last week. “I Can Only Imagine” 
is still played regularly on the radio, at funerals, during 
Christian music festivals, etc... that’s the reason I found 
it so peculiar that none of the men in our group recalled 
hearing that song before. The fact that they requested a 
written copy of the song’s lyrics makes me believe that 
their hearts were touched. It’s easy to assume, 
sometimes, that we’ve ALL shared the same beautiful 
music, inspiring messages, or mercy-filled embraces. The 
bare truth is that we don’t. Your prayers and support of 
this ministry helps to fuel discussion like the one we held 
that night-when we knew the one thing we have in 
common is the wonder and awe that we may experience 
when we choose to experience Christ.
